The 
galleries of both were filled to their 
capacity.

morning'. 


As the hand of the clocks pointed to 


12 both houses were called to order. In

tention than has been any previous 
message from the president, few mem 
bers leaving their seats until it was 
finished.

Washington, Dec. 3.—By decisions 


yesterday of the United States supreme 
court, the United States government 
wins and loses. On the question of Its 
tight to collect customs duties on ar- 
jticles brought here from the Philip- 


1 pines it is defeated, the supreme court 


holding that the islands are domestic 
territory. On the other hand, the de- 
cision on the Porto Rico cftbe is favor- 
able to the government, the court in cf- 
Sfect holding that congress has a riant 
to erect atfartff barrier between the 
[United States and possessions thereof. 
It thus is possible for congress to pass 
laws In regard to the Philippines sim- 
ilar to those enacted for Porto Rico 
under which duties can be imposed on 
goods coming from the Philippine! and 
upon American goods going into the 
Islands. 


The case of Brail J. Pepke was known 


as the "fourteen diamond rings case,"' 
and involves the constitutionality of the 
Imposition of customs duties upon mer- 
chandise brought into the United States 
from the Philippines, ufter the exchange 
of the peace treaty with Spain. 
The 


opinion was handed down by Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller. 


The opinion was adverse to the claims 


of the government on the ground that 
the Philippine islands wore at the time 
the rings were brought in, American 
territory. Ceasing to be foreign terri- 
tory they became domestic territory, IIP 
eaid. The decision in the De Lima 
'Porto Rican cases was cited at length 
and it was held that the resolutions 
adopted by congress concerning the 
IPhliippines were not 
sufficient 
to 


.Change the situation-. 
' 


I After stating tbe case at some length 
Chief Justice Fuller quoted somewhat 
[extensively from the opinion of this 
'court in the case of De Lima vs. Bid- 
[well. His principal quotation from that 
lease was a paragraph setting forth the 
[theory that a country remains foreign 
iwlth respect to the tariff laws until con- 
igress has acted by embracing it with 
International customs. 


The opinion then continued as follows: 


"No reason is perceived for any d'f- 
f erent ruling as to the Philippines. By 
the third article of the treaty gpa'n 
ceded to the United State? 'the archi- 
pelago known as the Philippine islands.' 
and the United States agreed to pay 
to Spain the sum of 
$20,000,000 


iwithin three months. The treaty was rat- 
ified; congress appropriated Hie money, 
the ratification was proclaimed. The 
treaty-making power, t*ie executive 
-power, the legislative powei, concurred 
In the completion of the transact'on. 
The Philippines thereby ceased in th» 
language of the treaty 'to be Spanish.' 
Ceasing to be Spanish, they ceased to 
be foreign country." 


Secretary Root declined to express an 


opinion as to the effect of tbe decisiora 
until he has had an opportunity to read 
them in full. Figures obtained at the 
war department and treasury bureau of 
statistics relative to the trade affected 
by the decision show that from the be- 
ginning of United States occupancy of 
the Philippines, Aug. 22, 1898. up to 
June 30 last, the total imports in the 
Philippines from the United Stales 
were valued at $1,607,486, while during 
the same period the imports from Spnin 
were valued at $1,993,990. 
On the 


other band, the imports into the United 
States from the Philippines from Sept.

Washington, Dec. 3.—The president 


IB hie annual message to congress 
says: 


Tbe congress assembles tbis year un- 


der tbe shadow of a great calamity. 
On tbe 6th of September President Mc- 
Kinley was shot by an anarchist while 
attending the Pan-American exposi- 
tion at Buffalo and died in that city 
on tbe 14th of tbat month. 


Of tbe last seven elected presidents 


he is the third who has been murdered, 
and the bare recital of tbis fact is 
sufficient to Justify grave alarm among 
all loyal American citizens. Moreover, 
the ciifcumstances of this, the third as- 
sassination of an American president, 
have a peculiarly sinister significance. 
Both President Lincoln and President 
Garfield were killed by assassins of 
types unfortunately not uncommon in 
history. President Lincoln falling a 
victim to the terrible passions aroused 
by four years of civil war and Presi- 
dent Garfield to the revengeful vanity 
of a disappointed office seeker. Presi- 
dent McKihley was killed by an utter- 
ly depraved criminal belonging to that 
body of criminals who object to all 
governments, good and bad alike, who 
are against any form of popular lib- 
erty if It is guaranteed by even tbe 
most Just and liberal laws and who 
are as hostile to tbe upright exponent 
of a'free people's'sober will as to the 
tyrannical and irresponsible despot. 


Anarchy and AnarcnUt*. 


The. president 
continues with a 


eulogy of Mir. McKlnley, then turns to 
tbe subject of anarchy, denouncing its > 
doctrines and preachers. He says: 
j 


I earnestly recommend to tbe congress I 


that In the exercise of Its wise discre- 
tion It should-take into consideration 
the coming to tbis country of anarch- 
ists or persons professing principles 
hostile to all government and justify- 
ing tbe murder of those placed in au- 
thority. Such Individuals as those who 
not long ago gathered in open meeting 
to glorify the, murder of King Hum- 
bert of Italy perpetrate a crime, and 
tbe law should Insure their rigorous 
punishment They and those like them 
should be kept out of this country, and 
-ft found Jrere'ttiey should be promptly 
deported to the country whence they 
came, and farreaching provision should 
be made for the punishment of those 
who stay. 
No matter calls more 


/urgently for the wisest thought of the 
congress. 


A. Subject For Federal Court*. 


The federal courts should be given 


jurisdiction over any man who kills 
or attempts to kill tbe president or any 
man who by tbe constitution or by 
Jaw is in line of succession for the 
presidency, while the punishment for 
an unsuccessful attempt should be pro- 
portioned to tbe enormity of the of- 
fense against our institutions. 


Anarchy is a crime against the whole 


human race, and all mankind should 
band against the anarchist His crime 
should be made an offense against tbe 
law of nations, like piracy and that 
form of man stealing known as the 
slave trade. 


The president next considers busi- 


ness conditions, which he finds highly 
satisfactory. He continues: 


The tremendous and highly complex 


Industrial development which went on 
,with ever accelerated rapidity during 
the latter half of the nineteenth cen- 
•tury brings us face to face at the be- 
ginning of the twentieth with very 
serious social problems. The old laws 
and the old customs which had almost 
the binding force of law were once 
quite sufficient to regulate tbe ac- 
cumulation and distribution of wealth. 
"Since the industrial changes which 
have so enormously increased the pro- 
ductive power of mankind they are no 
longer sufficient - 


Trade Combination!. 


The growth of cities has gone on be- 


yond comparison faster than the 
growth of the country, and tbe up- 
building of tbe great industrial centers 
has meant a startling increase not 
merely in tbe aggregate of wealth, but 
In ,tbe number of very large individual 
sad especially of very large corporate 
fortunes. Tbe creation of these great 
corporate fortunes has not been due 
to tbe tariff nor to any other govern- 
mental action, but to natural causes 
In the business world, operating in oth- 
er countries as they operate in our 
own. 


The process has aroused much an- 


tagonism, a great part of which Is 
wholly without warrant It is not true 
that as tbe rich have grown richer the 
poor have grown poorer. On the con- 
trary, never before has the average 
man, tbe wageworker, tbe farmer, the 
•mall trader, been so well off as in this 
country and at tbe present time. There 
bave been abases connected with the 
accumulation of wealth, yet It remains 
true that a fortune accumulated t* 
legitimate business can be accumulat- 
ad by the person specially benefited 
only on condition of conferring im- 
dense incidental benefits upon oth- 
ers. Successful enterprise of tbe type 
which benefits all mankind can only 
exist if the conditions are such as to 
offer great prizes aa tbe rewards of 
success.

The president adds that there art 


fcany reasons for caution In dealing; 
with corporations. He says: 


Tbe same business conditions which

Moreover, it cannot too often 1 


pointed out tbat to strike with ignoran. 
violence at tbe interests of one set of 
men almost Inevitably endangers tbe 
interests of all. The fundamental rule 
in our national lif«—the rule which un- 
derlies all others—Is that, on the whole 
and in the long run. va shall go up or 
down together. 
_^/ 


The mechanism of modern business 


is BO delicate that extreme care must 
be taken not to interfere with it in 
a spirit of rashness or ignorance. In 
dealing with business Interests, for 
tbe goverument to undertake by crude 
and ill considered legislation to do 


j what may turn out to be bad, would 
i be to incur the risk of such farreach- 
! ing national disaster that it would be 


I preferable to undertake nothing at all. 


The men wbo demand the impossible 
or tho undesirable serve as the allies 
of the forces with which they are nom- 
inally at war, for they hamper those 
who would endeavor to find out in ra- 
tional fashion what the wrongs really 
are and to what extent and in what 
manner it is practicame to apply reme- 
dies. 


Eovr to Correct tiie Evils. 


All this 1s true, and yet it is also 


true tbat there are real and grave evils, 
one of the chief being overcapitaliza- 
tion because of its many baleful con- 
sequences, and a resolute and practical 
effort must be made to correct these 
evils. 


I 
It is no limitation upon property 


rights or freedom of contract to re- 
quire that when men receive from gov- 
ernment the privilege of doing busi- 
ness under corporate form, which frees 
them from 
individual 
responsibility 


and enables them to call into their en- 
terprises tbe capital of the public, they 
shall do so upon absolutely truthful 
representations as to the value of the 
property in which the capital is to be 
invested. Corporations engaged in in- 
terstate commerce should be regulated 
if they are found to exercise a license 
working to the public injury. It should 
be as much the aim of those who seek 
for social betterment to rid the busi- 
ness world of crimes of cunning as to 
rid the entire body politic of crimes of 
violence. Great corporations exist only 
because they are created and safe- 
guarded by our Institutions, and it is 
therefore onr right and our duty to 
see that they work in harmony with 
these institutions. 


Publicity tbe Fir»t Ecsentiel. 


The first essential in determining 


how to deal with the great Industrial 
combinations is knowledge of the facts 
—publicity. In the interest of the pub- 
lic tbe government should have the 
right to inspect and examine the work- 
ings of the great corporations engaged 
in Interstate business. Publicity is the 
only sure remedy which we can now 
invoke. 
What further remedies are 


needed In the way of governmental 
regulation or taxation can only be de- 
termined after publicity has been ob- 
tained by process of law and in the 
course of administration. 
The first 


requisite is knowledge, full and com- 
plete—knowledge which may be made 
public to tbe world. 


Artificial bodies, such as corporations 


and joint stock or 'other associations, 
depending upon any statutory law for 
their existence or privileges should be 
subject to proper governmental super- 
vision, and full and accurate informa- 
tion as to their operations should be 
made public regularly at reasonable 
intervals. 


Tbe large corporations, commonly 


called trusts, though organized in one 
state, always do business in many 
states, often doing very little business 
in the state where they are incorpo- 
rated. There is utter lack of uniform- 
ity in the state laws about them, and, 
as no state has any exclusive Interest 
in or power over their acts, it has In 
practice proved Impossible to get ade- 
quate regulation through state action. 
Therefore, In the interest of the whole 
people, the nation should, without in- 
terfering with tbe power of tbe states 
in the matter Itself, also assume power 
of supervision and regulation over all 
corporations doing an interstate busi- 
ness. 


Amend Constitution If Nece**«ry. 
When the constitution was adopted, 


at the end of tbe eighteenth century, 
no human wisdom could foretell the 
'sweeping changes, alike in industrial 
and political conditions, which were to 
take place by the beginning of the 
twentieth century. 
At that time it 


was accepted as a matter of course 
that the several states were tbe proper 
authorities to regulate, so far as was 
then necessary, the comparatively In- 
significant and strictly localized cor- 
porate bodies of the day. The condi- 
tions are now wholly different and 
wholly different action is called for. 


I believe that a law can be framed 


which will enable the national govern- 
ment to exercise control along tbe lines 
above Indicated, profiting by tbe expe 
xience gained through the passage and 
administration of tbe Interstate com- 
merce act. If, however, tbe Ju^^ment 
of tbe congress is tbat it lacks the con- 
stitutional power to pass such an act. 
then 
a 
constitutional amendment 


shdtild be submitted to confer the 
power. 


There should be created a cabinet of- 


ficer, to be known as secretary of 
commerce and industries, as provided 
in the bill introduced at the last ses- 
sion of the congress. It should be his 
province to deal with commerce in its 
broadest sense, including among many 
other things whatever concerns labor 
and all matters affecting the great 
business corporations and our mer- 
chant marjne. 


Labor. 


The president declares that he re- 


gards It necessary to re-enact the Chi- 
nese exclusion law. In regard to labor 
he says tbat the government should 
provide in its contracts tbat all work 
should be done under "fair" conditions 
and tbat all night work should be for- 
bidden for women and children as well 
as excessive overtime. He continues: 


Very great good has been and will be 


accomplished by associations or unions 
of wagcworkers when managed with 
forethought and when they combine In- 
slstence upon their own rights with, 
law abiding respect for tbe rights of 
others. The display of these qualities 
in such bodies is a doty to the nation 
no less than to the associations them- 
selves. 
Finally, there must also In 


many cases be action by the govern- 
ment in order to safeguard the rights 


and interests of all. -Under our consti- 
tution ' 
i.-. much wore scope for 


such i- 
y the state and the munic- 


ipality 
. by the nation. 
But on 


points ouch as those touched on above 
the national government can act 


He asserts that the immigration laws 


are unsatisfactory and that a law 
should be enacted to keep out not only 
anarchists, but persons of a low moral 
tendency or of unsavory reputation 
and those who are below a certain 
standard of economic fitness to enter 
our industrial field as competitors with 
American labor. 


Tbe Tariff and Reciprocity. 


The president declares 'that nothing 


could b3 naore unwise than to disturb 
the business interests of the country by 
any general tariff change at this time. 
He adds: 


Yet it is not only possible, but emi- 


nently desirable, to combine with tbe 
stability of our economic system a sup- 
plementary system of reciprocal bene- 
fit and obligation with other nations. 
Such reciprocity is an incident and re- 
sult of tbe firm establishment and 
preservation cf our present economic 
policy. It was specially provided for 
in the present tariff law. 


Reciprocity must be treated as the 


handmaiden of protection. 
Our first 


duty is to see that the protection grant- 
ed by the tariff in every case where it 
is needed is maintained, and. that reci- 
procity be Bought for so far as it can 
safely be done without injury to oxir 
home industries. Just how far this ia 
must be determined according to the 
individual case, remembering; always 
that every application of our tariff pol- 
icy to meet our shifting national needs 
must bo conditioned upon tbe cardinal 
fact that tbe duties must never be 
reduced below the point that will cover 
the difference between the, labor cost 
here and abroad. The well being of 
the wageworker is a prime considera- 
tion of our entire policy of economic 
legislation. 


Need For Wider Markets. 


Subject to this proviso of the proper 


protection necessary to our industrial 
well being at home, the principle of 
reciprocity must command our hearty 
support The phenomenal growth of 
our export trade emphasizes the ur- 
gency of the need for wider markets 
and for a liberal policy in dealing with, 
foreign natiocs. Whatever is merely 
petty and vexations in the vray of 
trade restrictions should be avoided. 
The customers tevv-hom we dispose of 
our surplus products in the long run, 
directly or indirectly, purchase those 
surplus products by giving us sorne- 
Ihinjr in return. Their ability to pur- 
chase our products should as far aa 


' possible be secured by BO arranging 


our tariff as to enable us to take from 
them those products which we can use 
without harm to our own industries 
and labor or tbe use of which will be 
of marked benefit to us. 
« 


It Is most Important that we should 


maintain the high level of our present 
prosperity. We have now reached the 
point in tbe development of our in- 
terests where we are not only able to 
supply our own markets, but to pro- 
duce a constantly growing surplus for 
which we must find markets abroad. 
To secure these markets we can util- 
ize existing duties in any case where 
they are no longer needed for tbe pur- 
pose of protection, or In any case 
where tbe article is not produced here 
and tbe duty is no longer necessary 
for revenue, as giving us something to 
offer in exchange for what we ask. 
Tbe cordial relations with other na- 
tions which are so desirable will nat- 
urally be promoted by the course thus 
required by our own Interests. 


Tbe natural line of development for a 


policy of reciprocity will be In connec- 
tion with those of our productions 
which no longer require all of the sup- 
port once needed to establish them 
upon a sound basis and with those oth- 
ers where either because of natural or 
of economic causes we are beyond the 
reach of successful competition. 


I ask tbe attention of the senate to 


the reciprocity treaties laid before it by 
my predecessor. 


The Merchant Marine. 


The condition of the American mcr- 


ehant marine is such as to call for im- 
mediate remedial action by the con- 
gress. It is discreditable to us as a 
nation that our merchant marine 
should be utterly Insignificant in com- 
parison to that of other nations which 
we overtop in other forms of business. 
We should not longer submit to condi- 
tions under which only a trifling por- 
tion of our great commerce is carried 
in our own ships. To remedy tbis state 
of things would not merely serve to 
build up our shipping interests, but it 
would also result in benefit to all who 
are Interested in the permanent estab- 
lishment of a wider market for Amer- 
ican products and would provide an 
auxiliary force for the navr. Shins 
Work for their own countries just as 
railroads work for their 
terminal 


points. Shipping lines, if established to 
the principal countries with which we 
have dealings, would be of political as 
well as commercial benefit From ev- 
ery standpoint it Is unwise for the 
United States to continue to rely upon 
tbe ships of competing nations for the 
distribution of our goods. It should be 
made advantageous to carry American 
goods in American built ships. 


At present American shipping Is un- 


der certain great disadvantages when 
put in competition with the shipping 
cf foreign countries. Many of the fast 
foreign steamships, at a speed of four- 
teen knots or above, are subsidized, 
and all onr ships, sailing vessels and 
steamers alike, cargo carriers of slow 
speed and mail carriers of high speed, 
have to meet tbe fact that the original 
cost of building American ships is 
greater thna is the case abroad; tbat the 
wages paid American officers and sea- 
men are very much higher than those 
paid the officers and seamen of foreign 
competing countries, and that the 
standard of living on our ships is far 
superior to the standard of living on 
the ships of our commercial rivals. Our 
government should take such action as 
will remedy these inequalities. Tbe 
American merchant marine should be 
restored to tbe ocean. 
a 


Financial. ' 


The passage of tbe act establishing 


gold as the standard money has, It is 
declared, been shown to be timely and 
Judicious. Tbe president adds: 


In many respects tbe national bank- 


ing law furnishes sufficient liberty for 
the proper exercise of the banking 
function, but there seems to be need 
oC better safeguards against the de* 


| ranging luuuence of commercial crises 


and financial panics. Moreover, the 
currency of tbe country should be 
made responsive to the demands of our 
domestic trade and commerce. 


Economy in expenditures is urged. 


Amendment of tbe inUTbtate commerce 
aci is advised to insure tbe cardinal 
provisions of that act. The work ear- 
ned on by the department of agricul- 
ture is Boxt considered and praised 
highly. The president then turns to 
forest preservation and irrigation of 
arid lands, savins that both are highly 
necessary. He would put all the work 
in connection with the forest reserves 
In charge of tbe bureau of forestry. 


Irrigation. 


The president continues by tracing 


the connection between the forest re- 
serves and the water supply. He says: 


The forests are natural reservoirs, 


By restraining the streams in fiooi 
and replenishing them in drought the-j 
make possible the use of waters other- 
wise wasted. They prevent the soil 
from washing and so protect tbe stor- 
age reservoirs from filling up with 
silt. Forest conservation is, therefore, 
an essential condition of water conser- 
vation. 


The forests alone cannot, however, 


fully regulate and conserve the waters 
of the arid region. Great storage works 
are necessnry to equalize the flow of 
streams and to save the flood waters. 
Their construction has been conclu- 
sively shown to be an undertaking 
too vast for private effort. Nor can it 
be best accomplished by tbe individual 
states acting alone. The government 
should construct and maintain these 
reservoirs as it does other public works. 
Where their purpose is to regulate tbe 
flow of streams, the water should be • 
turned freely into the channels in the 
dry season to take the'same course' 
under tbe same laws as the natural , 


flow, 
j 


The reclamation of the unsettled arid 


public lands presents a different prob- 
lem. Here it is not enough to regulate 
the flow of streams. The object of the 
government is to dispose of the land 
to battlers \vbo will build homes upon 
It 
To accomplish this object water 


must be brought within their reach. 


Tbe pioneer settlers on the arid pub- 


lic domain chose their homes along 
streams from which they could them- 
selves divert the water to reclaim their 
holdings. Such opportunities are prac- 
tically goac. There remain, however, 
vast areas of public land which can be 
made available for homestead settle- 
ment, but only by reservoirs and main 
line canals impracticable for private 
enterprise. 
These Irrigation ' works 


should be built by tbe national govern- 
ment. The lanis reclaimed by them 
should be reserved by tbe government 
for actual settlers, and tbe cost of con- 
struction should, so far as possible, be 
repaid by tbe land reclaimed. The dis- 
tribution of tbe water, the division of 
the streams among irrigators, should 
be left to the settlers themselves in 
conformity with state laws and with- 
out interference with those laws or 
with vested rights. 


The declaration is made that in the 


arid states the only right to water 
which should be recognized is that of 
use. The president says that tbe doc- 
trine of private ownership of water 
apart from land cannot prevail without 
causing wrong. ' 


Inanlnr Problems. 


Insular questions are next treated. 


In Hawaii our aim must be to develop 
the territory on the traditional Amer- 
ican lines. Porto Eico is declared to be 
thriving as never before. Tbe atten- 
tion of congress is called to tbe need of 
legislation concerning the island's pub- 
lic lands. In Cuba it is stated that 
much progress has been made toward j 
putting tbe independent government of 
the island upon a fi/m footing, and It is 
declared that Independence will be an 
accomplished fact 
The 
president 


adds: 


Elsewhere I have discussed the ques. 


tion of reciprocity. In tbe case of Cu- 
ba, however, there are weighty reasons 
of morality and of national interest 
why tbe policy should be held to have 
a peculiar application, and I most ear- 
nestly ask your attention to tbe wis- 
dom, 
Indeed to the vital need, of pro- 


vldinsr for a substantial reduction In 
the tariff duties on Cuban Imports into 
tho United States. 


In dealing with the Philippine peo- 


ple we must show both patience and 
strength, forbearance and steadfast res- 
olution. Our aim Is high. We do not 
desire to do for the islanders merely 
what has elsewhere been done for trop- 
ic peoptes by even the best foreign 
governments. We hope to do for them 
what has never before been done for 
any people of the tropics—to make 
them fit for self government after the 
fashion of tbe really free nations. 


Tbe only fear is lest in our overanx- 


iety we give them a degree of inde- 
pendence for which they are unfit, 
thereby inviting reaction and disaster. 
As fast as there is any reasonable hope 
that in a given district the people can 
govern themselves self government 
has been given in tbat district There 
is not a locality fitted for self govern- 
ment which has not received it But it 
may well be that in certain cases it 
will have to be withdrawn because the 
Inhabitants show themselves unfit to 
exercise it; such instances have already 
occurred. In other words, there is not 
the slightest chance of our failing to 
show a sufficiently humanitarian spirit 
Tbe danger comes in the opposite direc- 
tion. 
Trouble* Ahead Tst. 


There are still troubles ahead in the 


islands. The insurrection has become 
an affair of local banditti and maraud- 
ers, who deserve no higher regard 
than the brigands of portions of the 
old world. Encouragement, direct or 
Indirect, to these insurrectos stands on 
the same footing as encouragement to 
hostile Indians in the days when we 
still had Indian wars. 


Tbe president declares tbat tbe time 


has come for additional legislation for 
tbe Philippines.' He says: 


It is necessary that tbe congress 


should pass laws by which the re- 
sources of tbe islands can be developed, 
so that franchises (for limited terms of 
years) can be granted to companies do- 
ing business in them and every encour- 
agement be given to tbe Incoming of 
business men of every kind. It Is ur- 
gently necessary to enact suitable laws 
dealing with general transportation, 
mining, banking, currency, homesteads 
and the use and ownership of the lands 
and timber.^ These laws will give free 
play 4o -Industrial •a*erprlse1 and the 


'commercial development which will 
surely follow will afford to the people 
of tbe islands the best proofs of tbe 
sincerity of our desire to aid them. 


Tbe Ca»l« and tbe Canal. 


1 call your attention most earnestly 


to tbe crying need of a cable to Hawaii 
and tbe Philippines, to be continued 
from tbe Philippines to points in Asia. 
We should not defer a day longer than 
necessary the construction of such a 
cable. It is demanded not merely for 
commercial but for political and mili- 
tary considerations. 
Either tbe con- 


gress should immediately provide for 
tbe construction of a government ca- 
ble or else an arrangement should be 
made by which like advantages to 
those accruing from a government ca- 
ble may be secured to tbe government 
by contract with a private cable com- 
pany. 
* 


No single great material work which 


remains to be undertaken on this con- 
tinent is of such consequence to tbe 
American people as the building of a 
canal acress the Isthmus connecting 
North and South America. Its impor- 
tance to the nation is by no means lim- 
ited merely to its material effects upon 
our business prosperity, and yet with a 
view to these effects alone it would be 
to the last degree important for us im- 
mediately to begin it 
While its bene- 


ficial effects *,vould perhaps be most 
marked upon the Pacific coast and the 
gulf and South Atlantic states, it would 
also greatly benefit other sections. It 
is emphatically a work which it is for 
the Interest of the entire country to be- 
gin and complete as soon as possible. 


I am glad to be able to announce to 


you that our negotiations on this sub- 
ject with Great Britain, conducted on 
both sides In a spirit of friendliness and 
mutual good will, have resulted In 
my being able to lay before the sen- 
ate a treaty which, if ratified, will en- 
able us to begin preparations for an 
isthmian canal at any time and which 
guarantees to this nation every tight 
that it has ever asked in connection 
with the canal. It specifically pro- 
vides that the United States alone shall 
do the work of building and assume 
tbe responsibility ef safeguarding the 
canal and shall regulate its neutral use 
by all nations on terms 0$, equality 
without tho guarantee or interference 
of any outside nation from any quarter. 


Tbe Monroe Doctrine. 


The Monroe doctrine should be the 


cardinal feature of the foreign policy 
of all the nations of the two Americas, 
as it is of tbe United States. The Mon- 
roe doctrine is a declaration tbat there 
must be no territorial aggrandizement 
by any aou-American power at the ex- 
pense of any American power on Amer- 
ican soil. It is in nowise intended as 
hostile to any nation in the old world. 
Still less is it intended to give cover to 
any aggression by one new world power 
at the expense of any other. It is sim- 
ply a step, and a long step, toward as- 
suring the universal peace of the world 
by securing the possibility of perma- 
nent peace on this hemisphere. 


During the past century other Influ- 


ences have established the permanence 
and Independence of the smaller states 
of Europe. Through the Monroe doc- 
trine we hope to be able to safeguard 
like independence and secure like per- 
manence for the lesser among the new 
world nations. 


This doctrine lias nothing to do with 


the commercial relations of any Amer- 
ican power save tbat it in truth allows 
each of them to form such as it desires. 
In other words, it is, really a guarantee 
of the commercial independence of the 
Americas. We do not ask under this 
doctrine for any exclusive commercial 
dealings with any other American 
state. We do not guarantee any stat« 


against punishment if It misconducts 
itself, provided that punishment does 
not take the form of the acquisition of 
territory by any non-American, power. 
Our attitude in Cuba is a sufficient 
guarantee of our own good faith. We 
have not tbe slightest desire to secure 
any territory at the expense of any of 
our neighbors. 


Tbe Navy. 


The president devotes considerable 


space to the navy, tbe upbuilding of 
which, he says, should be steadily con- 
tinued. The navy offers us, it is declar- 
ed, tbe only means of insisting on the 
Monroe doctrine, and a strong navy is 
the best guarantee against war. . He 
recommends that provision be made 
not only for more ships, but for more 
men. Four thousand additional sea- 
men and 1,000 additional marines 
should be provided, as well as an in- 
crease in officers. After indorsing the 
naval militia forces the president says: 


But in addition we should at once1 


provide for a national naval reserve, 
organized and trained under the direc- 
tion of the navy department and sub- 
ject to the call of the chief executive 
whenever war becomes Imminent 
It 


should be a real auxiliary to tbe naval 
eeagolng peace establishment and offer 
material to be drawn on at once for 
manning our ships in time of war. 


Tbe Army, 


It is not necessary to increase our 


army beyond Its present-size at this 
time, but it Is necessary to keep it at 
the highest point of efficiency. Tbe in- 
dividual units who as officers and en- 
listed men compose this army are, we 
have good reason to believe, at least as 
efficient as those of any other army in 
the entire world. It is our duty to see 
that their training is of a kind to in- 
sure the highest possible expression of 
power to these units when acting in 
combination. 


A general staff should be created 


Promotions should be made solely 
with regard to tbe good of tbe service 
Congress ought to provide, tbe presi 
dent adds, for field exercises. He con 
tinues: 


Action should be taken in reference 


to the militia and to the raising of vol 
unteer forces. Our militia law is ob 
solete and worthless. Tbe organizatiot 
and armament of tbe national guard o; 
the several states, which are treatec 
as militia in tbe appropriations by the 
congress, should be made identical with 
those provided for tbe regular forces 
Tbe obligations a»4 duties of the guard 
in time of war should be carefully de 
fined and a system established by law 
under which the method of procedure 
of raising volunteer forces should be 
prescribed in advance. 


The Merit Syiten. 


The president Indorses tbe merit sys- 


tem of making appointments and says: 


I recommend tbe passage of a law 


which will extend the classified serv- 
ice to tbe District of Colombia or will 
at least enable tbe president thai t* ex- 


tend it lu my judgment all laws pro- 
viding for the temporary employmc 
of clerks shauld hereafter contain 
provision tbat they be selected uudi 
tbe civil service law. 


It ia important to have this system 


obtain at home, but it is even more im- 
portant to have it applied rigidly in our 
Insular possessions. The importance 
of Improving tbe consular service bv 
the passage of cew laws is emphasized. 


Tbe president then turns to the In- 


dian question. He says: 


We should now break up the tribal 


funds, doing for them what allot- 
ment does for the tribal lauds —th, 
is, they should be divided into Indivi* 
ual holdings. There will be a trai^ 
ticn period during which the fnnd.- 
will in many cases have to be held hi 
trust. This is the case also with the 
lands. A stop should be put upon the 
indiscriminate permission to Indians to 
lease their allotments. 
The 
effort 


should be steadily to make the Indian 
work like any other man on his own 
ground. The uiairinye laws o f ' U e In- 
dians should be made the same **• those 
of the whites. lu the schools the edu- 
cation should be elementary and large- 
ly industrial. 


Cordial support from congress and 


people is asked for the St. Louis expo- 
sition. 
The Charleston exposition is 


commended to the good will of the 
people. The work of tbe Pan-American 
exposition is praised. 


It is recommended that the census 


office as now constituted should be 
made a permanent government bureau. 


The Postal Service. 


A tribute :s paid to the postal service, 


and the extension of free rural delivery 
is commended. Tbe postoffice depart- 
ment shonl'l be sustained, the president 
says, in its efforts to remove tbe abuses 
in connection with second class mail 
matter. 


Much attention is paid to tbe situa- 


tion in China, ami the progress toward 
the establishment of peace there is re 
capitulated. Stress is laid on the ira 
portance of our continuing to advocate 
moderation in tbe dealings with Cliina 
The president concludes bis message as 
follows: 


The death of Queen Victoria caused 


the people of tbe United States deep 
and heartfelt sorrow, to which the gov 
eminent gave full expression. 
When 


President McKinley ciied, our nation in 
turn received from every quarter of tbo 
British empire expressions of grief ami 
sympathy no less sincere. The deall> 
of tbe Empress Dowager Frederick o' 
Germany also aroused the genuine syra 
pnthy of the American people, and this 
sympathy was cordially reciprocated 
by Germany when tbe president was 
assassinated. Indeed, from every quar 
ter of the civilized worid we receive 
at the time of tbe president's death a 
surances of such grief and regard as to 
touch tbe hearts of our people. In tlv 
midst of our affliction we reverently 
thank the Almighty that we are ai 
peace with the nations of mankinf! 
and we firmly intend that our pcl.< 
shall be such as to continue nnbrokt 
these international relations of mutu.' 
~espect and pood will.

else he has done, President Roosevelt 
has made a readable message.

What he* says on reciprocity will 


doubtless be regarded with closest at- 
tention by the country at large. Here 
as had been anticipated, the president 
contents himself with advocating the 
principle of reciprocal trade relations, 
regarding reciprocity as the "hand- 
maiden of protection," 
without any 


very definite recommendations aside 
from the relations with Cuba. In an- 
other section of his message he urgea 
strongly a reduction of duties- and 
more decided reciprocity with this is- 
land than with any other nation. 


Next to this, the president's atti- 


tude on the question of trusts will 
command attention. Here he IP out- 
spoken and doubly emphatic. His treat- 
ment of the subject makes a very sat- 
isfactory little treatise, in fact, fair 
and intelligent, with the greatest^pos- 
sible emphasis onv compulsory publicity 
as the basis for all regulation. 


His views on Chinese exclusion are 


included in a paragraph on labor, anij 
his brief words should be repeated.

The joint committee of the Baptist 


fth.urch, consisting of Francis Brock, 
chairman, Albert Whitaker ,and W. 
E. Burr of the Central mission and 
Abner Towne. Henry Pease and WU- 
lard Hall of the South mission, met in 
the hall of the central mission Monday 
and accepted the resignation of Rev.

The reason 
for his resignation, announcement of 
which was made in the Transcript last 
night, is best stated by the words of a 
member of the committee, who said 
Monday, 
"The cause of Mr. Fos- 


ketfs resignation is his belief that 
his labors here are ended. 
When he 


came to Williamstown it was with the 
understanding that he should perfect 
the organization of the two missions, 
start the work well and perhaps place 
the church in the way of securing a 
new home. All this has been accom- 
plished and now Mr. Foskett believes 
that the church can secure a man at 
a less expense to carry on the work, 
thus decreasing the tmrden 
of 
the 


parish and enabling it to make more 
rapid strides towards a new church. 
The salary paid Mr. Foskett was more 
than the church could well 
afford, 


though it was less than he was cap- 
able of commanding. 
His coming to 


Williamstown was a great sacrifice 
and the Baptist people appreciate it 
and regret that he is to leave them." 


During the year that Mr. Foskett 


has been in Williamstown the south 
and central missions hav- been organ- 
ized into an incorporated church, a

A Trick With a Candle and a Box. 
Put in the top of a light, shallow paste- 


board box two holes, each about an inch 
in diameter, and place over each an ar- 
gand lamp chimney. In one hole stand a 
candle cut to such a length that it will 
project about half an inch above the box. 
Light the candle and then hold burning 
"touch paper" over the other lamp chim- 
ney. The smoke, instead of rising, will 
go down one chimney and, after it has 
filled the box, will rise through the other. 
The reason is that the burning candle 
makes a draft up its chimney, and, if the 
box is airtight, to supply the place of 
what is going out air must come down the 
other chimney. 


"Touch paper," by the way, is made by 


dipping unglajied* paper in a solution of 
saltpeter. 
When dry, it burns with a 


smoke, but not with flame. 


Another experiment is to.hold the hand 


tightlj over the chimney where the draft 
is downward. The candle in the other 
chimney will begin to burn feebly and 
smoke and will go out if there are no 
cracks in the box for air to get in. The 
reason air does not get to it down its own 
chimney is that the upward draft there 
is too strong.

The notion that the camera cannot lie 


has become one of the few fixed tenets 
of popular belief; but, while this opinion 
fc true in the strictest interpretation ot 
the phrase, yet the man behind the lena 
or he who has charge of the develop!1":; 
process can so manipulate the unsuspect- 
ing instrument or the equally innocent 
negative that were a camera endowed 
with the sense of perception it would 
never recognize its own handiwork. 


Of late years trick photography and 


fake photographs have become distinct 
features of the photographer's art, and 
effects are easily produced which belie 
the subjects at which the camera is aim- 
'ed. But the question naturally arises, 
How can this be done when the 6amera 
has to record the impression of things as 
they are? It is by juggling with the per- 
spective or by simple mechanism only 
that these apparent phenomena in the 
photographic line are produced. 
[ In the irst place it is necessary to un- 
derstand that there is a difference be- 
tween trick photogiaphy and so called 
"fake" photojfi-aphT. The term "fake" 
photography is applied to the transposi- 
tion of subjects from the original back- 
ground to a new one in which the person 
or group taken may never have been. It 
is "trick" paotot,t-aphy which is the 
jmore interesting, as it calls for a certain 
[amount of cleverness and ingenuity oil 
ithe part of the operator. 


One of the best examples of this sort 


of picture taking is the photographing of 
|a person in a bottle. - Now of course no 
'studio is possessed of a glass bo'ttle large 
•enough to hold a human being, and the 
dullest beholder must suspect a trick. 


i The explanation, however, of the manner 
'in which it is done is surprisingly simple. 
1 In this instance a single plate is used. 
The subject to be taken in the bottle is 
first placed in front of a black back- 
ground and taken with a carefully timed 
exposure of just enough duration to 
bring out the object distinctly. 
Then 


the empty bottle1 is placed against a dark 
background, and, after carefully adjust- 
ing -the focus eo that the object first 
taken may be well within the lines of the 
neck, bottom end sides of the bottle, a 
picture of this bottle is taken on the 
same plate at jusj: twice the exposure of 
the first object photographed. When the 
plate is developed, the bottle naturally 
comes up first, with the first impression 
neatly inside, as it appears. 


Some few years ago photographers 


were puzzled and members of the the- 
atrical profession amused by the publi- 
cation of a series of photographs of pop- 
ular actresses who are noted for theis 
ample proportions as much as for their 
ability to entertain large audiences. But 
in the pictures they were shown with 
sylphlike forms; although the produc< 
tions were unmistakably photographs. 
At first it was claimed that the decep- 
tion was caused by the"' employment oi 
mirrors, but in reality it was merely tak- 
ing advantage of one of the elementary 
laws of perspective. 


A certain corpulent actress was posing 


for her picture in the studio of a theat- 
rical publication. The photographer had 
placed her at a dressing table. But in 
order to create the illusion of a dressing 
loom he found he would have to use a 
side piece. This be "did and in choosing 
one todk^a Screen on 'which was the litho- 
graph of a weighty burlesque queen. 
Greatly to his surprise when the platn 
was developed the picture of the actress 
£a me out all right, but the woman on the 
poster was shown as having a tall and 
extremely thin figure. It then occurred 
to the experimenter that the camera had 
caught the refracted rays from the 
screen at a tangent, and the surface, be- 
ing flat, consequently showed its hori- 
zontal lines considerably narrowed. 


He then conceived the idea of, repro- 


ducing in a similar manner the photo- 
graphs of celebrities of ample girth, 
.which made a decided hit. 


Another mystifying spectacle is that of 


n person or group shown twice on one 
plate. This is done by covering half the 
plate for the first exposure and then util- 
izing the unused half for a second pic- 
ture while the first is kept carefully 
screened from the light. By the employ- 
ment of mirrors, many queer effects may 
be introduced, but that savors a little 
stronger of charlatanism. 


The fake photograph is mainly the 


product of the exigencies of the modern 
illustrated daily and the general "cussed- 
ness" of celebrities when they ought to 
be together instead "of staying far enough 
apart to be out of common focus. The 
fake photograph ought only to be used 
as a last resort, but they are so easily 
made that they are resorted to on the 
slightest provocation. 


These photographs come into play 


mainly when group pictures are wanted, 
and the shears and pastepot go far to 
their making. For instance, suppose an 
ocean liner is to sail on which are booked 
a few senators, a duke, a party of jock- 
eys and a, popular actress. To get the 
picture of the pier and ship is an easy 
matter, but to be fortunate enough to 
obtain at the same time tho«se of the well 
known passengers is a different manor. 


This difficulty is got around by the 


photographer first getting the picture of 
the surrounding as a background and 
then taking on separate plates those of 
such of the voyagers required of whom 
they happen not to have a photo in stock. 
After these are developed the pictures of 
the individuals are cut out, after first be- 
ing reduced to the necessary size, pasted 
on the desired background, and the whole 
is reproduced, generally in half tone. In 
this way are taken the pictures of the 
high. divers who are cleverly transposed 
to the top of photographs of high poles 
or spring boards. As may be inferred by 
this "unprofessional" method, a subject 
may be placed in any background. 
1 Then there are the freak photographs. 
a combination of fortuitous circum- 
stances for which the amateur is gen- 
erally responsible. But that is another 
story.— New York Mail and Express.

Experts Testify as to the 


Nature of Murderer 


Leary's Delusions 


SHERIFF FULLER DOESN'T AGREE 


With the Experts. Satisfied With the 


Finding, But Believes Leary Has 


Been Shamming. 
What the 


Experts Told the Court 


The result of the Leary trial, given 


to the people of northern Berkshire 
yesterday afternoon 
exclusively by 


the Transcript, was a great surprise, 
and the story of the morning examina 
tion by the experts and their report to 
the court was read with great inter- 
est -here. A defense on the ground of 
insanity had been expected, but there 
•was hardly a suspicion that both the 
government and defendant's experts 
would agree in their findings and 
make a trial unnecessary. 


The sentencing of Leary to Bridge- 


water makes two Berkshire men com 
nutted to the same institution, both 
charged with murder, the first being 
Nathaniel Mosely of New Marlboio, 
who shot his uncle deiberatey and es 
caped execution by reason of his in- 
sanity. Sheriff Fuller will take Leary 
to the asylum as soon as the order 
is drawn for the commitment, it bem=r 
found that such a document is a pe- 
culiar one. Judge Aiken drew the 
order which sent Moseley there, and 
this required not only considerab'e 
time, but great care, it being among 
the first of that character. 


Leary Wait Cloielr (Guarded 


Leary was taken from the jail to 


the court room by Jailer Whipple and 
Assistants Farrington and 
Carley. 


Deputy Sheriff Savery sat to the left 
and jailer Whipple at the right of 
Leary, who occupied the little dock at 
the rear of the bar, directly facing the 
witnesses, should he be tried. Besides 
there were Deputy Sheriffs Frink, Day 
O'Brien, Pierce and Annis. Leary was 
dressed in a dark suit, with a black 
necktie, and wa= cleanly shaved, ex- 
cepting a small scrubby mustache, 
and one cheek was swollen, evidently 
from an ulcerated tooth. He was ner- 
vous while the time of waiting went 
by, and talked once or twice very 
briefly with his keepers, who kept 
close eye on him. There was quite a 
crowd, the seats being well filled, and 
in the rear end of the room sat Leary's 
brother and sister. It was 2 25 when 
the special sheriff, W. W. ^Norton, an- 
nounced the court, and the usual pro- 
clamation was made by Crier Wells. 


After the calling of the roll of the 


jury DM n anfl before the drawing of the 
panel, District Attorney Gardner gave 
the defense a chance to address, the 
court touching the mental condition of 
the pr'soner. Mr. Joyner told the ef- 
forts made to determine the question 
of sanity and asked tho court to ex- 
amine the experts before the regular 
proceedings were begun. This was 
done. 


leary Had a Divine Call 


The first witness called was Dr. 


Edward Cowles, superintendent of the 
MacLean hospital for the insane at 
Waverly, where he has been 22 years 
and treated from 135 to- 160 patients a 
year. 
On Tuesday of last week in 


company with. Drs. Houston and Colt, 
he examined Leary at the jail and 
spent some time with him. He also' 
v.sited the jail yesterday morning with 
fhe other experts, and the conclusion 
he reached was that the prisoner was 
insane. He found the prisoner suffer- 
ing with delusionized insanity, which 
was very much systematized. He had 
aeard the history of Leary for some 
yaars, his wanderings and his 
life 


and found that his insanity was ex- 
planatory, using a technical expression 
.ir.d that it developed in September, be 
ccmmg more marked in November, P! 
though his insanity began to show it- 
self last January. He found it v.'as 
siowly progressive, and probab'v in- 
curable, and the examination showed 
positive insanity, and in response to 
an inquiry of Judge Sherman, he said 
it was positive insanity now, regard- 
iesfi of what his past had be^c. H'« 
ireanity was of a religious typp, and 
the 
prisoner said it had omy b:-en 


made manifest to him about a month 
ago 
He claimed that when PP om- 


mitled the crime it v as revenge on the 
shop officer for sending him to th? 
solitary, but latterly he had demon- 
sliaied to his satisfaction that H was 
a (?i\"rr call. He claimed to have been 
iniluenced by a certain clergyman in 
P'.'-.rlH'Jd, but of late he conrcleis caat 
he (Leary) is God, the Son emanated 
from him, and he is getting ready to 
explain the Holy Ghost. 
He 
now 


feels no remorse for his crime, and 
says he had to do it in obedience to 
his divine command. From his wan- 
dering's about the country, he "is found 
to be a weakling in a family of 10, 
and is firm in his belief that he re- 
turned to Massachusetts for a pur- 
pose. The delusions, Dr. Cowles said, 
were so characteristic of the disease, 
that it left no doubt of his insanity. 
Such diseases, he said, developed first, 
suspicion, then explanatory delusion, 
and the third stage, which he has now 
ai rived at by reason of his assuming 
the functions of the Godhead, is self- 
important.

fioTernment Expert Ta«tifie» 


Tn<^ next witne&s was Dr Edward B 


Nims of Springfield who Bad been a 
practicing prysician for 31% years and 
•was superintendent of the Northamp- 
ton insane asylum for 28 years. He was 
seht to examine Leary by District At- 
torney Gardner in October, and visit- 
ed the jail in company with Dr. S. u 
Burton of Pittsfieid, He found him In a 
bad physical condition but ready to 
talk and at that time did not conslffer 
him insane. He talked then" of his fara 
ily life and wanderings and said h« 
committed th« crime for revenge, H« 
expressed some sorrow, but no traits 
of insanity. Lat«r, Dr. Nims, examined 
Leary and was satisfied as to his In- 
sanity, as his life was such that he 
would not be surprised when insanity 
Developed from such a suspicious na- 
'ture. H« agreed with Dr. Cowles in 
nearly all his evidence and 
found 


Leary yesterday insane. He now dis- 
covered that the guspfeteus nature of 
th* dI«<«.9B developed e*»4y, and h* 


said, in response to an inquiry by 
Judg Sherman that while h« did not 
think him insane in October, he did 
now, and that the disease was perma- 
nent 


The other experts who testified were 


Dr. Ernest Scribner and Dr. H. J- 
Quimby, both of the Worcester hos- 
pital, and Dr. John A. Houston of 
the Northampton asylum. 


Then District Attorney Gardner ad- 


dressed the court and concluded: • "i. 
do not doubt, and have no reason to 
doubt, that the prisoner is insane." 


Smiled at llie Testimony 


This concluded the 
evidence, 
and 


Judge Sherman directed the cierK to 
discharge the jurors. A recess of 15 
minutes was taken to determine what 
disposition should be made of the ac- 
cused. During the evidence in the case 
Leary was an interested listener, and 
those who watched him closely saw 
his nervousness disappearing and a 
smi'e lighting up his feautres when the 
witnesses had finished During the re- 
cess a number of the spectators crcjwd- 
ed around the man to offer congratu- 
lations and the sheriffs had to( order 
them away. On the coming in of the 
court later, 
Judge Sherman said the 


court was satisfied that Leary was In- 
sano and in no condition to be tried. 
•He said that the prisoner would be 
committed 10 the insane asylum at 
Bndgewater, and there await the fur- 
tbe order of the court. 


Thinks Leary i* Sham me 


Sheriff Fuller, and his brother, J. 


Frank Fuller, the latter a keeper at 
the Concord reformatory, were inter- 
ested spectators of what was going on 
for the murdered man was their father. 
The former said yesterday afternoon 
that he had seen but little of the pris- 
oner since the crime, and was content 
witn the finding of the commission, al- 
though naturally, he said, he and his 
brother would have more at heart than 
anybody else. In common with the 
other officials at the jail neither the 
ishertff nor his guards 
believe in 


Leary's insanity but that he is crafty 
and deceived the experts. After the 
court had adjourned Leary's broth- 
er and sister went up to visit the pris- 
oner and shook hands warrn'y with 
him. Last evening he was visited by 
them for the last time as they go to 
their homes In West Philadelphia to- 
day. Leary was reruned to his old cell 
and would not talk about the matter.
